strike this country has yet seen. 


The unsettled condition in all coal 


regions, the phenomenal business now 
teing done by the operators, and the 
dissatisfaction admitted to be felt by 
the operators with the agreement of a 
year ago, providing for an eight-hour 
day and an increased scale of wages, 
are all factors which are important Is- 
sues in settling the questions to come 
before the conference. 


On the one hand are the operators, 


•who, it is said, will positively refuse to 
extend to the miners 
as. favorable 


terms as were made a year ago, and 
on the other are the miners, flushed 
•with the success of the Virden settle- 
ment, -who, it Is safe to say, will de- 
cline to accept terms less favorable, 
and, from all indications, are prepared 
to demand greater concessions than 
ever before. 


Col. Rend yesterday tried to take an 


optimistic view of the outlook. "It is 
too early yet to say anything upon the 
subject of the'conference, as it is too 
far ahead," said he. "However, from 
the present indications, there will be 
an amicable adjustment ot all the mat- 
ters at issue, and the difficulties will 
probably not be greater than have been 
successfully met in previous conven- 


• tions. However, one thing has- been 


shown by the eight-hour scale, arid that 
is that men cannot do as much work in 
eight hours as in ten hours. Whether 
or not the agreement of a year ago will 
be continued I cannot say."

Dreadful 
Storm. 


MANY BODIES WASHED ASHORE 


Financial I-oss at a Conservative Es- 


timate Will Be Close to S5,OUO,OOO— 
Steamer Feutijjoet Given Up by Its 
Owners* 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 1.—The loss of 


life and the damage to shipping by the 
gale is appalling. It is absolutely im- 
possible to comprehend the vast de- 
struction done. 
The New England 


coast for its entire length is strewn 
•with wreckage and bodies are being 
washed ashore by each incoming tide 
from Casco to Nantucket, a distance 
of approximately 300 miles. Hundreds 
of the finest vessels built were dashed 
to pieces, and in the opinion of old sea 
captains the identification of half of 
them will never be complete. 
On the 


coast of Cape Cod alone, according to 
the most conservative estimates, there 
are upward of 120 vessels wrecked— 
in Boston harbor forty-three, in Narra- 
gansett bay fifty-one, in Portsmouth 
harbor eighteen, in Portland harbor 
thirty-two, in Gloucester harbor forty- 
six, and in the numerous smaller har- 
bors approximately 100 more, bringing 
the total number of vessels wrecked up 
to 420, more than half of which will 
never be floated.' 


The loss of life will exceed 300. There 


were .162 persons on the steamer'Port- 
land, lost off Truro, Cape Cod; forty- 
six lost from vessels in Narragansett 
bay, thirty-nine in Boston harbor, two 
in Block island, six on Nantucket, five 
in Portland harbor, twenty-one on th* 
Scituate coast, fourteen in Vineyard 
sound and twelve at different points 
on the Maine coast. Besides, there are 
unaccounted for the crews of fourteen 
'of the vessels wrecked in Province- 
town harbor and around the head of 
Cape Cod, one of them a square rigger 
which probably had thirty-five mea 
aboard, the crews of half a dozen dere- 
licts 
reported 
by 
incoming 
ocean 


steamers, and the crews of numerous 
smaller crafts which have been torn 
to pieces along the coast. 


A courier reports that eighteen bod- 


ies from the steamer Portland have 
been recovered in the fifteen-mile 
stretch of coast from Nauset to High- 
land light, off which point the vessel 
went clown. He also brought tidings 
that the sea was running fast to south- 
ward, which, according to old mar- 
iners, means that most of the bodies 
will be carried to sea, with but a slim 
chance of some of them being depos- 
ited upon Nantucket island. 


There are great fears entertained for 


the safety of two score of vessels, and 
one of the number, the steamer Penta- 
soe,t, of the New York-Bangor line, has 
without doubt gone to the bottom She 
should have reached Bangor on Sun- 
day, an'd as no trace of her has been 
obtainable she has been given up as 
lost by the eastei*n agents of the line. 
Her crew numbered fifteen. 


To estimate the financial losses sus- 


tained by shipping interests from facts 
in- hand is impossible, but it appears 
the greater part of the damage was 
clone between Cape Ann, where two 
score of vessels were lost, to Cutty- 
hunk, where the steamer Fairfax is on 
the rocks. 
It is safe to say the finan- 


cial loss exceeds $5,000,000. 


Go Down 1u Eootenni Lake. 


Victoria, B. C., Dec. 1.—News has 


reached here of the loss of the steamer 
Ainsworth, which plied between Kasio, 
Nelson and other points on Kootenai 
river and lake. She was swamped dur- 
ing the terrific gales which swdpt this 
province Tuesday night 
about five 


miles south of Balfour, and all on 
board, save three—the captain, chief 
engineer and a seaman, who reached 
shore in the lifeboat—were drowned.

Paris, Dec. 1.—The joint peace com- 


mission met at 2 o'clock Wednesday af- 
ternoon and sat until 4:20. The first 
eight articles of the treaty were dis- 
cussed. 
These" included the restitution 


of the archives o£ the surrendered ter- 
ritories, the liberation of prisoners, the 
mutual surrender of all claims arising 
prior to and after the signing of the 
protocol, including the American claim 
for the loss of the Maine, and the evac- 
uation of the Philippines by the Span- 
ish troops. 


Both sides now believe.that no fur- 


ther serious difficulty will arise, and 
that the treaty will.be signed within a 
fortnight. 


As the article conveying $20,000,000 


to Spain has been definitely agreed up- 
on it appears to exclude the likelihood 
of a further sum being paid for the 
betterments in the Philippines, as has 
been hinted in some quarters would be 
done. 


The Spaniards maintained a dignified 


silence on the financial subject, though 
hopes had been raised that a furthei 
sum would be paid for the betterments. 


The Questions dealing with religion 


in the 'Carolines and cable stations in 
those islands were not reached. These 
will probably be drafted finally at to- 
day's resumed conference. 


From an official American source it is 


learned that only slight 
alterations 


were suggested in the draft of the ar- 
ticles submitted by the 
secretaries. 


The unimportance of these alterations 
may be gathered from the fact that 
the Spaniards described the said ar- 
ticles as definitely settled prior to the 
rising of the joint commission.

Washington, Dec. 1.—Secretary Haj

Madrid, Dec. 1.—The cabinet council

structions to the Paris commission are 
to request the immediate release of the 
Spanish prisoners in the Philippine is- 
lands, to negotiate navigation and tar- 
iff ?.dvantages in

lands in favor of Spain, to obtain a 
ratification of several treaties of com- 
merce with former Spanish possessions 
and an arrangement of the debt of the 
Philippines, and, if possible, of the Cu- 
ban debt. The government also agreed 
to refuse a ratification of the protocol 
of 1S75.
